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grees,and ſtates,as they will auoyde hys dil⸗ 
pleaſure,and the paynes in theſame Intuncci⸗ 
ons hereaftcr expꝛeſſed. ; 
THE firit is, that all Deanes, Archedeacõgs, 
Perſones,Uicars,and other Eccleſiaſtical per⸗ 
fones,ſhal faithfully kepe and obſerue, and as 
far as in the may lye, ſhaàll cauſe to be obſerued 
# kept of other, all and ſinguler lawes &« ſtatu- 
tes, made alwel fo2 the aboliſhyng and extirpa⸗ 
cio of the biſhop of Rome, his pꝛetenſed and v⸗ 
ſurped power and turiſdiccion,as fo2 p eſtabli- 
ſhemẽt and confirmacion of the kyngs auctho⸗ 
titie iuriſdiccion, ⁊ ſupꝛemacie of the church of 
England x Jreland, Ind furthermoze, al eccle⸗ 
ſiaſticall perſones, hauyng cure of ſoule, ſhal to 
the vttermoſte of theyꝛ wit, knowledge, & lear⸗ 
nyng, purely, ſyncerely, æ without any coloure 
oꝛ diſſimulacion declare, mani teſt, and ope.ittf, 
tymes euery pere at the leaſt, in their Sermos, 
and other collaciõs, that the Biſhop of Komes 
vlurped power x turildiccion, haupng no eſta⸗ 
bliſhement noꝛ groũd by the lawe of God, was 
of moſte iuſt cauſes taken awaye x aboliſhed, 
and that therkoꝛe no maner of obedience oz ſub⸗ 
ieccton, within his Realmes and domintons, is 
dewe vnto hym. And that the Kynges power, - 
within hys Realmes and Dominions , is the 
higheſt power vnder GOD, to whom al men, 
within theſame Nealmes and Dointnions, by 
Godes lawes, owe moſte loyaltie and obedicce, 
afo:e and aboue all other powers and 983 
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tes in earth. 
BESIDES this, to the intent that all Su- 


perſticion # Yypocriſy,crept into diuerſe men⸗ 
nes hartes, map vaniſh away:they ſhal not ſet⸗ 
furthe oꝛ extolle any Images, Neliques, oꝛ mi⸗ 
racles, foʒ any ſuperſticion, oz lucre, noꝛ allure 
the people by any inticementes, to the Pylgri⸗ 
mage of any ſainct oz ymage: but repꝛonyng 5 
ſame, they ſhal teache, that all goodneſſe, health 
and grace, ought to be both alked lo ked foz , 
only of God, as of the verye aucthoz and geuer 
ok theſame and ok none other. 

IEM, that they, the perſons aboue reherſed, 
ſhal make oz cauſe to bee made in they: Chur⸗ 
ches, and euery other Cure they haue, one Ser⸗ 
mõ, euery quarter of the ycre at the leaſt, wher⸗ 
in they (ſhall purely and ſincerely, declare the 
wooꝛde ot GOD:and in theſame, exhozte they? 
hearers to the woꝛkes of fapthe, Mercye, and 
Chartitie,ſpectally pꝛeſcribed and commanded 
in ſcripture, and that woozkes deuiled by man⸗ 
nes phantaſies, beſides {cripture:as wadering 
to pilgrimages,offeryng of money, cãdelles oz 
tapers, to Reliques, oꝛ Images, oꝛ kiſſing and 
lickyng of theſlame, pzaiyng vpon Beades, 02 
ſuch like ſuperſticton haue not only no pꝛomiſe 
of reward in ſcripture, foz doyng of the:but cõ⸗ 
trartwpſc,great thꝛeates æ maledictios of god, 
foz that they bee thynges,tendyng to Jdolatry 
and ſuperſticiõ, which, ot al other offences, god 


almighty doth moſt deteſt and abhozre, foꝛ that 
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thelame diminiſhe moſte hys honoꝛ and gloꝛy. 
ITE x, that ſuche Images, as they knowe in 
any of they Cures, to bee, 02 haue been ſo abu 
ſed with pilgrunage oz offringes, of any thyng 
made thereunto.,o2 ſhalbee hercafter cenſed vn⸗ 
to, they (and none other pꝛiuate perſones) ſhall 
koꝛ the aduoyding of that moſte deteſtable ok⸗ 
fence of Jdolatrye, furthewith take doune, oz 
cauſe to be taken doune, and deſtrope theſlame, 
and ſhall ſuffre from hencefurthe, no Tozchecs, 
no: candelles, Tapers oz Images of waxe, to 
be ſette afoze any Image oꝛ picture, but onelpe 
twoo lightes vpon the high aulter, befoze the 
Sacrament, whiche, koz the (ignificacton, that 
Chaiſte is the very true light of the woꝛlde, thei 
ſhall ſuffre to remain ſtyll: admoniſhyng they? 
pariſhioners, that Images ſcrue foz no other 
purpole, but to bee a remembzaunce, wherebp, 
men mape be admoniſhed, of the holy lykes and 
conuerſacion of them, that thelapd Images do 
repꝛeſent:whiche Images, if thei doo abule ko; 
any other intent, they commit Jdolatrye in the- 
lame, to the greate daunger ot their loules. 
IE N, that eucry holp daye th2oughout the 
yere, when they haue no Sermon, they ſhal im- 
mediatiy after the Goſpel, openly and plainly, 
recite to their paryſhyoncrs in the pulpit: The 
Pater noſter,the Credo, ind the tenne Commaũ⸗ 
dementes in Engliſhe,to the intent the people 
mayclearne theſame by harte;erhoztyng al pa- 
rentes and houſholders,to teache theyr 1 
an 
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and ſeruaũtes theſame.as they are boũd by the 
la we of God, and in conlcience to do. 

ITEM, that they ſhall charge fathers and 
Mothers, Maſters and gouernozs,to beſtowe 
they: childꝛen and ſeruauntes, euen from they: 
childhode, either to lea rnyng, oz to ſome honeſt 
exerciſe, occupacion oꝛ hulbandzie: Exhoꝛtyng 
and counſailyng, + by all the wayes and mea⸗ 
nes they maye,aſwell in theyz Sermons x col⸗ 
lacions, as otherwayes,perſ[wadyng thep: ſaid 
Fathers and Mothers, maſters, and other Go⸗ 
uernoꝛs.diligentelp to pꝛouide and fozſee, that 
the youth bee in no maner of wyſe, bzought vp 
in idlenes, leaſt at any time afterward,fo2 lacke 
of ſome craft, occupaciõ, oz other honeſt meane 
to lyue by, they be dziuẽ to kal to beggyng, ſtea- 
lyng, oꝛ ſome other vnthziktieneſſe: oz almuch 
as we may daily ſe, thzough llothe and idlenes, 
diuerſe valeaunt men fall, ſome to beggyng, x 
ſome to thefte # murdꝛe, whiche after bꝛoughte 
to calamitie and miſerie, doo blame their pare- 
tes, frendes and gouernoꝛs, whiche ſuffered 
them, to be bzought vp lo idlely in theyꝛ youth, 
where, if thei had bene wel bzought vp. in good 
learnyng, ſome occupaciõ, oꝛ crafte,they would 
(beepng rulers of their awne houſholde) haue 
pꝛoffited aſwell theſelfes, as diuerſe other per⸗ 
lones, to the greate commoditie and oznament 
of the common wealthe. 

A L 5 O, that the ſayed petſones,Uicars, and 
other Curates ſhal diligently pꝛouide, that the 
Sacramentes 
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Sacrametes,be duely and reuetently miniſte⸗ 
red in their pariſhes. Ind if at any tyme it hap⸗ 
pen, theim in any of the caſes erpzeſſed in the 
ſtatutes of this Realine, o2 of ſpecial licecc ge⸗ 
uen by the kynges Maieſtie, to be abſent trom 
they; beneficcs, they ſhall leaue their Cute, not 
to a tude & vnlearned perſon, but to an honeſte 
well learned and experte Curate , that can by 
his habilitie,teache the rude and vnlearned, of 
their cure, holleſome doctryne, ⁊ reduce theim 
to the right way, that do erre, whiche wyll alſo 
execute theſe Intunccions, and doo their duety 
otherwyſe, as they are bounde to doo in euerpe 
behalte, a accozdingly mape and wyll pꝛoffite 
their cure, no leſſe with good exaple of liuyng. 
then with the declaracion of the wozde of God, 
oz els their lacke and default, ſhalbee imputed 
bnto them, who ſhall ſtraightly aunfwere foz 
theſame, it they do otherwple, And alwapyes let 
theun ſee, that neither they noꝛ theyꝛ Curates 
doo ſeke moze they: awne pꝛoffite, pꝛomocion. 
oꝛ aduauntage, then Þ pꝛoffit of the ſoules, that 
they haue vnder they; Cute, oꝛ p glozy of God, 
ALS O, that they ſhall pꝛouide, within thzee 
monethes, nexte after this viſitacion, one boke 
of the whole Bible, ok p largeſt volume in En- 
gliſh. And within one twelfe monethes, next af- 
ter the ſated viſitacion, the Paraphralts of E⸗ 
raſmus alſo in Engliſhe vpon the Goſpelles,# 
theſame ſette vp in ſome couentent place, with⸗ 
in the ſayed Churche, that they haue cure ok, 
wheras 
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whereas their Patiſhioners maye moſte com- 
modiouliy reſoꝛte vnto theſame and teade the 
ſame, The charges of whiche bokes ſhalbe ra⸗ 
fably boꝛne, bet wene the perſone oz appꝛopzie⸗ 
tary,and the pariſhioners afozeſaicd:that isto 
ſate,the one halte by the perſone 02 pꝛopꝛietaty 
and the other halfe by the Pariſhioners . And 
thei ſhall diſcourage no man (aucthoziſed and 
licenced thereto)from the reading of any parte 
ofthe Bible, either tn Latyne oz in Engliſhe: 
But ſhall rather confozme and erhozte cuery 
perſone to reade theſame, as the very liuely 
wooꝛde of God, and the ſpeciall foode of man⸗ 
nes ſoule, that al ch:iſtian perſones are bound 
to embzace, beleue, and folow.ifthey loke to be 
ſaued: Whereby they maye the better knowe 
their dueties to Eod, to their ſouereigne lozde 
the kyng, and their neighboz: euer gentilly and 
charitably exhoꝛtyng theim, and in his Maie⸗ 
ſties name, ſtraightiy charging and commaũ⸗ 
ding them, that in the readyng thereof, no man 
to realon 02 contende, but quietly to heate the 
reader, 

ALS O, theſaped Eccleſiaſticall perſones, 
ſhall in no wiſe, at any vnlawlull tyme,noz fo: 
any other cauſe,then foz their honeſt neceſſitie, 
haunte oz relozte to any Tauernes,o2 Alehou⸗ 
ſes. And after their Dynner and Supper, they 
ſhall not geue themſelfes to dꝛinckyng oz riot. 
{pending their tyme idlely, by day oz by night, 
at Diſe, Cardes, o: Tables plaipng, 02 an — 
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ther vnlawful gaie:but at all tymes, (as they 
ſhall haue lealure )they ſhall heare and reade 
ſomewhat of holy Scripture, oꝛ ſhall occupye 
thcin lelfes with ſome other honeſt exercile, and 
that they alwates doo the thynges, whiche ap⸗ 
pertein to honeſtie, with endeuoꝛ to pꝛokite the 
common weale, hauyng alwayes in mynd, that 
they ought to excell all other, in putitie of lpfe, 
and ſhould bee example to the people, to liue 
well and Chziſtianly. 

1 TEM, that they ſhall in confeſſions euery 
Leute, examine euery perſone.that commeth to 
confeſſion to theim, whether they can recite the 
Articles of their faithe, the Pater noſter, and the 
Tenne Commaundementes in Engliche, and 
heare theim ſate theſame particularly, wherein 
ik they bee not perkyte, they ſhall declare then, 
that euery Chʒiſtian perſone, ought to knowe 
theſated thinges, bekoze ther ſhould receiue the 
bleſſed Sacrament of the Aulter,and moniſhe 
them to {carne theſated neceſſary thinges moze 
perkectelp, oz els they oughte not to pꝛeſume to 
coine to Gods bourde, without perfect knowz 
ledge and will to oblerue theſame : And ik they 
doo, it is to the greate perit of their ſoules, and 
alſo to the wozldely rebuke, that thei might in⸗ 
curre hereafter by theſame. 

ALSO, that they ſhall admit no manne to 
pꝛeache, within any their Cures , but ſuche as 
all appers vnto them, to be ſufficiently licen⸗ 
ted thereunto, by the Kynges Maieſtie, the 
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Lode Pꝛotectozs grace, the Archebyſhoppe 
of Canterbury, the Archebiſhoppe of Yozke in 
his Pꝛouince, oz the biſhoppe of the Dioceſſe: 
and ſuche as ſhalbe ſo licenced, thei ſhall glad- 
ly tecepue, to declare the wooꝛde of God, with - 
out anp reliſtence, o2 contradiction. 

ALSO, it they haue heretofoze declared to 
their pariſhioners any thyng, to the extollyng, 
oꝛ ſettyng furthe of Pilgrimages , Keliques, 
o2 Images, oz lightyng of Candclles,kiliyng, 
knelyng,deckyng of thelame Images, oz any 
ſuche Superſticion, they ſhall now openly, be⸗ 
koze theſame, recante, and repꝛoue thelame:ſhe⸗ 
wyng them (as the truthe is) that they did the⸗ 
lame vpon no ground of ſcriptute, but wer led 
and ſeduced by a comms erroz and abuſe, ctept 
into the Churche, thzough the ſufferaunce and 
auarice of ſuche as felt pzofite by theſame, 

ALS O, if they doo,02 ſhall knowe any man 
within their partſhe, oz els where, that is a let⸗ 
ter of the woozde of GSO D, to be tedde in En⸗ 
gliſhe, oꝛ ſpncerelp pꝛeached, oz of the execuciõ 
of theſe the Kynges Mateſties Jmunctions, 
02 a fauto2 of the biſhoppe of Romes pꝛetenſed 
power now by the lawes of this Healme,iuſtly 
reiected,extirped,and taken awaie vite:ty,thei 
ſhall detecte, and pꝛeſente theleme te the Kyng 
0: his counſaill, oz to the Juſticc of peace next 
adiopnyng. 

A LS O, that the perſone, Uicar. o: Curate, 
and Pariſhtovers of eucry Pariſhe , within 
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this Realme,ſhal in their Churches and Chas 
pelles, kepe one boke oꝛ Kegiſter, wherein thet 
ſhall wzite the date and pete, of euery wedding 
Chuſtenyng, aud Burtall, made within their 
Paryſhe fo2 their tyme, and lo euery man ſuc⸗ 
ceding theim likewyle: and alſo therein ſhall 
wꝛite cuery perſons name, that ſhalbe lo wed⸗ 
ded, Chꝛiſtened, oz Buried. Ind fo; the ſate ke⸗ 
ping ot theſame boke, the patiſhe ſhalbe boũd 
to pꝛouide of their common chat ges, one lure 
Cofer, with twoo lockes and keycs, whercok, 
the one to remayne with the Perione.Uicar,o2 
Curate,and the other with the Wardeynes of 
cuery pariſhe Churche oz Chapel, wherein the 
ſated boke ſhalbe layed vp: Which booke thei 
ſhal euery Dondap take furth, and in the pꝛe⸗ 
lence of theſated Wardepnes, oz one of theim, 
wzite a recoꝛd in theſaine,all the Weddynges, 
Chziſtenynges and butialles, made the whole 
weke befoze, and that doen, to late vp the boke 
in theſated cofer,as afoze. Ind foz cuerp tyme, 
that theſame ſhalbee omitted , the partie that 
ſhalbe in the faulte thereof, ſhal fozfaict tothe 
ſayd Churche .tf. 5. tiij. d. to be etnploped to 

the pooꝛe mennes bore of that paryſhe, 
FVRTHERMORE, becaule the goodes 
of the church, are called the goodesok the pore, 
and at theſe dayes,nothyng is leſſc ſeen, then 
the pooꝛe to be ſuſteyned with theſame: al per⸗ 
(ones, vicars, pencionaries, pꝛebendaries, and 
other beneficed men, within this Deanery, not

habitauntes there, in the pzeſence of the Chur⸗ 
che watdeyncs.o2 [ome other honeſt men of the 
pariſhe, the fourtie parte of the fruites and re. 
uenues of their lated benefices , leaſte they bee 
wozthely noted of ingratitude , whiche reler⸗ 
uyng ſo many partes to theim l[elfes , cannot 
vouchelate to impart the fourtie poꝛcion ther⸗ 
ok, emõg the pooꝛe people of that pariſhe, that 
is ſo fruitfuil and pꝛotitable vnto them. 

AND to the intent, that learned men mape &# 
hereafter ſpꝛyng the mote, koꝛ the execucion of 
the pzemiſles,cuery Perſon,Uicar,Clearke,o2 
beneficed man, within this Deanery, hauyng 
yerely to diſpende in benefices , and other pꝛo⸗ 
moctons of the Churche,an,C.poundes, ſhall 
geue competẽte exhibicion to one ſcholar : and 
fo: alinanp hundzed poundes mo2e,as he maie 
diſpende, to ſo many ſcholars moze, fhall geue 
lyke erhibicton, in the vniuerſitte of Dxfo2de, 
oz Cambztdge, oꝛ ſome Grammer ſchole, whiz 
che after they haue pꝛokited in good learnyng. 
mate bee parteners of their patrones cure ano 
charge alwel in pzeaching, as otherwiſe in the 

execucion of their offices, oꝛ mate (when neede 
ſhalbee )otherwpſe pꝛokite the common weale, 
with their counſaill and wiſedome. 
ALSO, that all pzopztetaries, Perſones, 5 
i b. ij. Ucars, 
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Utcars,and Clcarkes, hauyng churches, cha⸗ 
pelles 02 Mauſtons within this Deanery.ſhal 
bcilowe perelp hereatter, vpon thelame Man⸗ 
ſions 02 Chauncelles of their churches, beyng 
in decaye, the fifth parte of that their benefices 
tyll they bee fully repaired : and theſame ſo re⸗ 
paircd, ſhall alwates kepe and mapnctepne in 
good eſtate, 

ALS O, thatthcſaied perſones,Uicars. and 
Cleartzes, ſhall once eucry quarter of the pere, 
reade thele Jniunctions geuen vnto theim, o⸗ 
penly and dcliberately , befoze all their Part- 
ſhioners, to the intent, that bothe thei mate bee 
the better admoniſhed of their ductte, and their 
ſaied Pariſhioners the moze moued, to folowe 
theſame fo their parte, 

ALSO, foz aſmuche, as by a lawe cſtablt- 
ſhed, euery man is bounde to pate his Tithes, 
no man ſhall by coloute of duetic omitted by 
their Curates, deteigne their tithes, and ſo re⸗ 
dubbe and requite,onc wzong with another, oz 
bee his awne Judge, but ſhall truely paie the⸗ 
ſame, as he hath been accuſtomed to their per⸗ 
fons,Uicars ⁊ Curates, without any reſtraint 
02 diminucion. And luche lacke and dekaulte, 
as they can iuſtly fynde in their Perfones and 
curates,to call to refozmacion therof, at their 
O2dinaries and other ſupeziozs handes, who, 
vpon complainte,and dewe p2ofe thereof, ſhall 
rekourme thelaine accozdingly. 

ALSO, that no Perſone ſhall from — 
urth, 
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furth , altre oz chaunge the oꝛdꝛe and maner of 
any Faſtyng daye that is commaunded, noz of 
comon pꝛayer oz diuine ſeruice, otherwile then 
is ſpecityed in thele Iniunctions, vntill luche 
tyme, as thelame ſhalbe otherwile ozdered,and 
tranſpoled by the Kynges aucthozitie. 

ALS O, that tuety Perſone, Uicar, Curate, 
Chauntery pꝛieſt, and ſtipendary, beyng vndez 
the degre ot bachilar of diutnitie,ſhall pꝛouide 
and haue of his awne , within thzee monethes 
after this viſitacion.the newe Teſtamet,bothe 
in Latyne and in Engliſhe, with Paraphꝛalis 
vpõ theſame of Eralmus, and diligently ſtudy 
theſame,conferring the one with the other. And 
the biſhoppes, and other Ozdinaries by theun 
ſelfes,02 their officers, in their Dynodes a vt- 
ſitacions, ſhall examine thelated Eccleſtaſtical 
perſones, howe they haue pꝛotited in the ituote 
ok holy ſcripture. 

ALS O, in the tyme of high Maſic , within 
euery Churche, he that ſaicth oꝛ iyngeth thela⸗ 
me, ſhall reade oꝛ cauſe to be redde, the Epiitle 
and Golpell of that Maſſe, tn Engliſhe, and 
not in Latine, inthe pulpit, oz in ſuche conue⸗ 
nient place, as the people maye heare theſame. 
Ind alſo every Sundaye and holy dape , they 
ſhall plainlep and diſtinctely,reade,o2 cauſe to 
be redde, one Chapiter of the new Teſtamente 
in Engliſhe, in theſated place, at Matyns, im⸗ 
mediatly aftcr the Leſſons : and at Eueniong, 
after Magnificar, one Chapiter of the Olde Te⸗ 
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ſtament. Ind to the intet the pzeiniſſes may be 
moe conuentently dooen : the Kynges Maie⸗ 
ſties pleaſure is, that when, ix.leſſons ſhoulde 
bee redde in the Churche, thꝛee of theim ſhalbe 
omitted . and lefte oute with their Reſpondes: 
And at Euenſong tyme, the Keipodes with all 
the memozies, ſhalbe lett of,foz that purpoſe. 
ALS O, bccaule thoſe periones , whiche bee 
licke,and in peril of death, bee oftentymes put 
in diſpaite, by the craft and ſubtilitie of the de- 
uill, who is then moſte buſy, and ſpecially with 
theim, chat lacke the knowledge, ſure perlma⸗ 
(ton, and ſtedfalt beliet, that thei mate be made 
partakers of the greate and infinite mercye, 
whiche almightie GO D, ok his moſte bountt- 


kull goodneſſe,and meere liberalitie, withoute 


oure deleruyng, hath offered frely to all perfoz 
nes, that put their kull truſte and confidence in 
hym : Therefoze, that this dampnable vice of 
dilpatre, maye bee clerely taken awaye , and 
kirme beleif,and ſtedfaſt hope, ſurely coceyucd 
ok all their pariſhioners , beyng in any daun- 
gcr.thei ſhal learne, and haue alwapyes in a re⸗ 
dincſle, ſuch comkoztable places and ſentences 
of ſcripture, as do ſet furthe the mercye,bene- 
fites and goodneſſe of almightie God, towar- 
des all penitent, and beleuyng perlones, that 
thei mate at all tymes, (when necelſitie ſhal re⸗ 
quite) pꝛomptiy comfozte their ftocke,with the 
liuely woꝛde of God, whiche is the onely ſtaye 
of mannes conlcience, 1 
, 0 
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A LS O, to auoyde all contencion and ſtriek, 
which heretofoze hath rylen emog the kynges 
Maieſties ſubiectes, tn ſondze places of hys 
Kecalmes x domintons, by reaſon of fonde cur- 
teſpe,and chalenginge of places in pꝛoceſſion, 
and alſo, that thei may the moze quietly, heare 
that which is ſated oz ſong, to their edefipnge: 
they ſhall not from henleturth, in any pariſh 
churche, at any tyme vſe any pzoceſſion,about 
the Churche oꝛ Churche yarde, oz other place, 
but immedtatly befoze highe Maſſe, the pzie- 
ſtes with other of the queire, ſal kneele in the 
middes of the churche, x ſynge oz laye, plainly 
and diſtinctely, the Letany, which is ſetkurthe 
in Engliſh, with all the Suffrages folowyng, 
and none other Pꝛoceſſiõ, oz Letany to be had 
oz vſed, but the ſayed Letanie in Engliſhe,ad- 
dyng nothyng therto, but as the Kynges gras 
ce,ſhall hereatter appoynt : and in Cathedzall 
02 Collegiate churches , theſame ſhalbe doen 
in luche places, as oure Commiſſaries in oure 
viſitacion ſhall appoynte. Ind in the tyme of 
the Letante, of the high Maſſe, ok the Serms, 
and when the pꝛieſt readeth the ſcripture to the 
pariſhioners,no maner of perſones, without a 
iuſte and vꝛgent cauſe,ſhall departe out of the 
Churche: and all ringynge and knowlynge of 
Belles, ſhalbe vtterly foꝛboꝛne foz that tyme, 
excepte one Belle, in conuentente tyme, to be 
rong oz knowled befoze the Hermon. 

ALso, lyke as the people be commonly oc⸗ 

e C. J. cupied 
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cupied on the woꝛke dap, with bodily laboz, foz 
their bodily ſuſtenaunce: ſo was the holy daye 
at the lyzſte beginnynge Godly inſtituted and 
oꝛdeyned, that the people ſhould that day, geue 
themicifes wholy to God. And whereas in our 
tyme, God is moze offended then pleaſed, moze 
diſhonoꝛed, then honozed, vpon the holy dape, 
becauſe of idlenes, pꝛyde, dꝛunckenneſſe, que- 
rellynge and bzaulyng, whiche are moſte vled, 
in ſuche dapes, people neuertheleſſe perſwa- 
dyng themleltes, ſufficiently to honoꝛ God on 
that daye. yt they heare maſſe x ſexuice, though 
they vnderſtande nothyng , to their editipnge: 
therfoze all the Kynges faithkull and loupnge 
lubiectes, ſhall from henſefurth celeb2ate , and 
kepe their holy daye, accoꝛdynge to Gods hoz 
ly will x pleaſure, that is: tn hearing the wozde 
of God redde and taughte: in pꝛiuate and pu⸗ 
blique pꝛaiers:in knowledgyng their oſtences 
to God, and amendement of thelaine: in recon- 
cilynge their ſelkes charitably to their neigh- 
bos, where diſpleaſure hath been: in often ty⸗ 
mes receiupnge the comunton , of the very bo⸗ 
dye and bloude of Chuſte: in vilttynge ok the 
pooꝛe ⁊᷑ ſicke: in vſyng all ſobernes, and godly 
conuerſacion: pet notwithſtandynge, all Per- 
ſones, Uicars , and Curates . ſhall teache and 
declare vuto their pariſhioners; that they map 
with a ſaufeand quiete conſcience. in the tyme 
of Haruneſte laboꝛ vpon the holy and feſtiuall 
dayes,and laue that thyng, whiche God — 
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ſent. Ind if fo2 any ſcrupuloſitie, oꝛ grudge of 
conſcience, men ſhould luperſticiouſiy abſteine 
from wozkyng vpõ thoſe dayes, that then they 
ſhoula greuolly offende and diſpleaſe God. 

ALS O, fozaſmuche as variaunce and con- 
tencton, is a thynge whiche moſte diſplealeth 
God, and is moſte contrary to the bleſſed com⸗ 
munition of the body and bloude of oute (auto2 
Chꝛiſte: Curates ſhail in no wyſe admit to the 
recepuinge therot, any of their cure and ftocke, 
who hath malicioully and openly contended 
with his neighboz;onleſſe theiame do fitſt cha⸗ 
ritably and openly, teconcile himſelte agapne, 
remittinge ail rancoʒ and malyce , whatloeucr 
conttouerſte hath been betwene then: and ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe, their iuſte titles and rightes, they 
map charitably pꝛoſecute befoze ſuch, as haue 
aucthozitie to heate the ſame, 

ALSO; that euery Deane, Archedeacon, 
Maſter ot Collegiate Churche, Maſter ot ho⸗ 
ſpitall. and ꝛebendarp, beynge Pꝛieſte, ſhall 
pꝛeache by htmſelf perſonally, twyſe euer pere 
at the leaſte, either in the place, where he is en⸗ 
tituled, 02 in ſome Churche, where he hath iu⸗ 
riſdiction, oꝛ els which is to the ſayd place ap⸗ 
pꝛopziate, oz vnited, 

ALS o, that they ſhall inſtructe and teache 
in their cures, that no man ought obſtinately 
and malicioufly, breake and violate, the lau⸗ 
dable Ceremonies of the Church by the Kyng 
commatinded, to be obſerued, and as yet not 

0. ij. abrogated 
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ab:ogated, And on the otherſide, that whoſoe- 
uer doth ſuperſticioufip abule thein, doeth the 
ſame to the greate periell and daungier ofhys 
ſoule healthe:as in caſtinge holp Water vpon 
hys bedde, vpon Images, and other deede 
thynges, oz bearyng aboute hym holy bzeade, 
oꝛ ſainct Jhons Goſpell , oz makynge Croſles 
of woodde vpon Palme Sondaye, in tyme of 
readynge of the Paſſion, oꝛ kepinge of pꝛiuate 
holy dapes: as Bakers, B2zewers, Smithes, 
Shoomakers, and ſuch other do, oꝛ ringynge 
ok the holy Belles, oz bleſſpng with the holy 
candell, to thintent, therby to be diſtharged of 
the burdẽ of ſynne, oꝛ to dꝛyue a wape deuilles, 
oz to put away dzeames and Phantalies, oz in 
puttynge truſte and confidence of healthe and 
ſaluacion, in theſame Ceremonies: when they 
be onely oꝛdeyned, inſtituted and made, to put 
vs in remembzarice of the benefites, which we 
haue recepued by Chziſte. Ind if he vſe theim 
_ other purpvſe , he greuoully offendeth 


ALS O, that they ſhall take awapye, vtterlp 
extincte, and deſtroye,all ſhzines, coueringe of 
ſhzines, all tables, candelſtickes, tryndelles oz 
rolles of ware, pictures, payntynges , and all 
other monumentes of fapned miracles, pilgre- 
mages, Jdolatry,and ſuperſticiõ:ſo that there 
remayn no memozy of theſame, in walles, glaſ⸗ 
ſes, windowes, oꝛ els where, within their chur⸗ 
ches oz houſes. And they ſhall exhoꝛte all their 
| pariſhioners 
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pariſhtoners,to doo the like within their ſeue- 
tall houſes. And that the Churche Wardey⸗ 
nes, at the common charge of the pariſhioners 
in euery Churche , ſhall pzouide a comely and 
honelt pulpitte,to be let in a conuentente place 
within thelame , fo2 the pzeachynge of Gods 
woo2de, 

A L 3 O, they ſhall pꝛouide, and haue within 
thꝛee monethes alter this viſitacion, a ſtronge 
Cheſte, with a hoole in the vpper parte therof, 
to bee pzouided, at the coſte and charge of the 
pariſhe,haupng thzee keyes, whereot, one ſhall 
remapne in the cuſtodye, of the Perſone, Uy⸗ 
care,o2 Curate, and the other twoo, in the cu- 
ſtodye of the Churche X0ardepnes, oz any 02 
ther twoo honelte men, to be appoynted by the 
paryſhe, from pere to pere. Whiche Cheſte, you 
ſhall ſette and kaſten, nere vnto the highe aul- 
ter, to the intente, the Paryſhyoners , ſhoulde 
putte into it their Oblacion and almoſe, foz 
their pooze neighbours. Ind the Perſone, Ut⸗ 
cat, and Curate,ſhall diligently, from tyme to 
tyme, and ſpecially, when men maketheyz Te⸗ 
ſtamentes, call vpon, exhoꝛte, and moue theyz 
neighboures, to confcrre and geue, (as thep 
maye well ſpare)to the ſayde Cheſte:declaring 
onto theim, whereas heretofoze they haue 
been diligente, to beſtowe muche fubſtaunce 
otherwyle then G O D commaunded , vpon 
Pardons, Pylgrymages, Trentalles, dec- 
bynge of Images, offerynge of Candelles 
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geuyng to Frieres, a vpon other like blynd de⸗ 
uocious, thep oughte at this tyme, to be muche 
moe ready to healpe the poze arid nedy, know- 
yng that to releue the pooze, is a true woꝛſhip⸗ 
ping of God, required earneſtly, vpon payn of 
euerlaſtyng dampnacton: and that allo, what⸗ 
ſoeuer is geuen koꝛ their comfozte, is geuen to 
Chziſt hym ſelf, and lo is accepted of hym, that 
he will mercykully, rewarde theſame with euer⸗ 
laſtinge Iyfe, The which almoſſe and deuocion 
of the people, the kepers of the keyes, ſhall at 
tymes conuenient take oute of the Cheſte, and 
diſtribute theſame, in the pꝛelence of the whole 
partſhe, o2 ſixe of them, to be truely and kaithe⸗ 
tully deliuered, to their moſte nedy neighboꝛs: 
and if they be pzoupded foꝛ, then to the repara- 
cton ot high wayes, nexte adtoynyng. And alla 
the money whiche riſeth of fraternities , guil⸗ 
des, and other ſtockes of the Church (except by 
the Kynges Mateſties:aucthoztie, it be others 
wyſle appoynted)ſhalbe put into the ſayd cheſt, 
and conuerted to the ſayd vſe,and alſo the ren- 
tes of landes, the pꝛokite of cattatl, and money 
geue o2 bequeathed, to the findyng of fozches, 
lightes, tapers, and lampes, ſhalbe conuerted 
to the layde vſe, ſauynge that it ſhalbe lawfull 
fo: them, to beſtowe parte of the ſapd pzofytes, 
vpon the reparacion of the Churche , if greate 
neede rcquyze , and whereas the Paryſhe is 
very pooze, and not able otherwyſe to repaire 
thelame, 
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AND fozaſmuche as Pꝛieſtes be publique 
miniſters of the Churche , and vpon the holy 
dayes.ought to applye them ſeltes,to the com⸗ 
mon adminiſtracion ot the whole pariſhe, they 
ſhall not be bounde to go to women liynge in 
chyld beode, except in tyme of daungerous lic⸗ 
kenes, and not to fetche any cozſe, betoze it bee 
bzought to the Churche parde: a if the woman 
be ſicke, oz the coʒſe bzought to the Church, the 
Pꝛieſt ſhall do hys duetie accozdingly, in vili⸗ 
tyng the woman, buriyng the dead perſon. 

ALS O, to auotde the deteſtable ſyn of Sy- 
monp, becauſe biyng and ſellyng of benetices, 
ts execrable befoze God: Therkoze,al ſuch per⸗ 
lones as bye any benefyces,02 come to them by 
fraude oz deceipte,ſhalbe depztued of luche be⸗ 
nefices,and be made vnhable at any time after 
to receiuc any other ſpirituall pzomocton. And 
luch as do lel them, 02 by any colour do beſtow 
theim, fo2 their awne gayne and p2ofyte, ſhall 
lole their right and title of patronage,and pꝛe⸗ 
lenteinent koꝛ that tyme, and the gykte thereof 
fo: that vacacion, ſhall appcrteyn to the Kyn- 
ges Maieſtie. 

ALS Oo, becaule thꝛough lacke of pzeachers 
in many places of the Kynges realmes and do⸗ 
minions. , the people continue in 1gnozaunce 
and blyndenes : all Perſones , Utcars , and 
Curates, ſhall reade in their Churches, euery 
Sondaye , one of the Hoinelies , whiche are 
and ſhalbe (etfurthe , toz theſame purpoſe, . 
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the Kynges aucthozitie, in ſuche ſozte, as they 
ſhalbe appoputed to doo, in the pzeface of the 
lame, 

ALS o, whereas many indiſcrete perſones, 
doo at this daye, bncharitably contempne and 
abuſe pzteſtes and miniſters of the church, be⸗ 
cauſe ſome of the, (haupng ſmall learnynge) 
haue of long tyme fauoured phataltes, rather 
then Gods truthe : pet foz almuche, as their 
office and function, is appoynted of God: The 
Kynges Maieſtie willeth and chargeth al his 
louynge ſubiectes, that from hcnſefurthe,they 
ſhall vſe them charitably and reuerently , fo 
their offyce and miniſtracion ſake, and eſpect- 
ally, all ſuche as laboz in the (ettyng furthe of 
Gods holy wooꝛde. 

ALsSs O, that all maner of perſones, whiche 
vnderſtande not the Latyn tounge, ſhall pzay 
vpon none other Pꝛimer, but vpon that, whi⸗ 
che was lately ſetkurth in Engliſh, by auctho⸗ 
ritie of Rynge Henry the. v1 11. of moſte fa- 
mous meimoz2ye. And that no teacher of youth, 
ſhall teache any other, then the ſayde Pꝛymer, 
And all thoſe , whiche haue knowledge ok the 
Latin toũgue, ſhall pzay vponnone other La 
tin Pꝛimet, but vpon that, whiche is lykewpſe 
ſetkurthe by the ſayde aucthoꝛitie. Ind that all 
graces to be ſayde at dyner and ſupper, ſhalbe 
alwayes (ayde in the Engliſhe toungue. Ind 
that none other Grammer, ſhalbe taughte in 
any Schole oz other place, within the KyNges 
rcalmes
